The  Secretary  requests  the  Clergy  to  notify  him  of  any  errors — 

especially  those  in  the  names    of  persons,  Parishes,  Post-offices  or 

places — which  may  have  occurred  in  this  Journal. 

He  also   desires   particularly  to  be  informed  promptly   of  any 

changes  which  may  take  place  among  the  Clergy  previous  to  the  next 

Convention. 

He  wishes  further  to  have  the  name  and  P.  O.  address  of  some 

person  interested  in  the  Church,  in  every  Parish  and  Missionary  station 

-which  has  not  a  resident  Minister. 

This  information  will  assist  him  much  in  efficiently  discharging  his

The  Fifty-fourth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Epis- 
copal Church  in  the  State  of  North  Carolina  met  in  St.  Paul's 
Church,  at  10  o'clock  A.  M.,  as  appointed. 

The  Bishop  opened  the  meeting  with  prayer. 

The  Koll  was  called.

On  motion,  the  Convention  proceeded  to  elect  a  President  and 
Secretary. 

Balloting  was  dispensed  with,  and  the  Rev.  R  S.  Mason,  D.D., 
was  unanimously  elected  President ;  and  W.  K  Tillinghast  was 
unanimously  elected  Secretary. 
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On  motion  of  Eev.  F.  W.  Hilliard,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  visiting  clergymen  from  other  Dioceses,  and  clergymen  residents  of 
this  Diocese  but  not  entitled  to  seats  in  this  Convention,  and  candidates  for  Holy 
Orders,  be  invited  to  take  honorary  seats  in  this  Convention. 

Under  this  resolution,  Eev.  0.  S.  Barten,  D.  D.,  and  Eev. 
George  W.  Easter,  of  the  Diocese  of  Virginia,  and  J.  B.  Parcell 
and  Grabriel  Johnston,  candidates  for  Holj  Orders,  took  honor- 
ary seats  in  the  Convention. 

On  motion,  the  Convention  adjourned  for  Divine  Service,  to 
meet  immediately  afterwards. 

Eev.  E.  M.  Forbes  preached,  the  sermon,  from  John,  xx.  22 
and  23.  "  Eeceive  ye  the  Holy  Ghost ;  whosesoever  sins  ye  re- 
mit, they  are  remitted  unto  them ;  and  whosesover  sins  ye  re- 
tain, they  are  retained."  The  Holy  Communion  was  adminis- 
tered to  the  Clergy  bj^  the  Bishop,  and  to  the  Laity  by  the  Eev. 
F.  W.  Hilliard  and  Eev.  Dr.  Barten. 

A  collection,  amounting  to  $54.71,  was  taken  up  for  the  Edu- 
cation Fund. 

After  the  celebration  of  Divine  Service,  the  Convention  was 
called  to  order. 

Messrs.  B.  A.  Capehart,  P.  P.  Peace  and  Thomas  Capehart, 
Lay  Delegates,  were  reported  as  present.  The  Bishop  requested 
the  clergy  to  hand  in  their  Parochial  Eeports  early,  that  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  State  of  the  Church  might  have  ample  time  to  ex- 
amine them. 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  was  announced, 
viz. :  Eev.  E.  S.  Mason,  D.  D.,  Eev.  E.  M.  Forbes,  Eev.  George 
Patterson,  W.  H.  Battle,  Wm.  Eaton. 

On  motion,  the  Convention  adjourned  until  9  o'clock  A.  M., 
to-morrow. 

Divine  Service  was  celebrated  in  the  evening.  Eev.  Dr.  Bar- 
ten  preached  from  Jer.,  xlv,  5 :  "  And  seekest  thou  great  things 
for  thyself?  seek  them  not":  and  Matt.  vi.  83  :  ''Seek  ye  first 
the  kingdom  of  God,  and  his  righteousness." 


Friday,  9  o'clock  A.  M.,  May  6th,  1870. 
The  Convention  met  pursuant  to   adjournment.     The  Presi- 
dent in  the  chair.     The  Eoll  was  called  and  the  following  Lay 
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Delegates,  not  before  present,  took  seats,  viz. :  W.  H.  Clark,  J. 
W.  Albertsoii,  J.  T.  Smith,  Joshua  Skinner  and  T.  H.  Gilliam. 

The  Minutes  of  yesterday's  proceedings  were  read  and  ap- 
proved. 

The  Report  of  the  Standing  Committee  was  read : 

The  Standing  Comraittee  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  respectfully  submit 
the  following  report  of  their  proceedings  during  the  past  Conventional  year: 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Standing  Committee,  held  in  Raleigh,  on  the  16th  Septem- 
ber. 1869,  testimonials  were  signed  on  behalf  of  Yirgiuius  0.  Gee,  recommending 
him  to  be  admitted  as  candidate  for  Priest's  orders. 

Also,  on  behalf  of  John  Robert  Joyner,  as  candidate  for  Priest's  orders. 
Also,  on  behalf  of  Henry  H.  Lazelle,  as  candidate  for  Deacon's  orders. 
The  testimonials  of  Alexander  Bass  (a  colored  man)  as  candidate  for  Deacon's 
orders,  were  rejected  as  being  insufficient  and  irregular. 

On  the  23d  November,  1869,  the  assent  of  the  Standing  Comraittee  was  given  to 
the  Consecration  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Henry  Niles  Pierce,  late  Rector  of  St.  John's 
Church,  Mobile,  Alabama,  to  be  Missionary  Bishop  of  Arkansas. 

Testimonials  were  signed  on  behalf  of  Rev.  Johannes  A.  Oertel,  recommending 
him  to  be  admitted  to  Priest's  orders. 

Also,  on  behalf  of  "Wm.  Munford,  to  be  admitted  as  a  candidate  for  Deacon's  orders. 

Also,  on  behalf  of  John  A.  Deal,  to  be  admitted  as  a  candidate  for  Deacon's  orders. 

Testimonials  were  presented  on  behalf  of  Alexander  Bass  (colored).  On  motion  of 

"William  H.  Battle,  the  consideration  of  them  was  postponed  until  a  full  meeting 

of  the  Standing  Committee  could  be  had,  and  the  meeting  adjourned,  subject  to  the 

call  of  the  President. 

At  an  adjourned  meeting  of  the  Committee,  held  in  Raleigh,  on  the  2d  of  Decem- 
ber, 1869— Present.  Rev.  Dr.  R.  S.  Mason,  President;  Rev. Dr.  A.  Smedes,  Rev. 
Dr.  M.  A.  Curtis  ,William  H.  Battle  and  George  "W.  Mordecai,  the  consideration  of 
the  testimonials  of  Alexander  Bass  (colored),  as  candidate  for  orders,  was  resumed, 
when,  on  motion  of  William  H.  Battle,  the  same  were  laid  on  the  table,  to  await 
the  action  of  the  next  Diocesan  Convention,  Rev.  Dr.  A.  Smedes,  Rev.  Dr.  M.  A. 
Curtis,  William  H.  Battle  and  George  W.  Mordecai  voting  in  the  affirmative,  and 
Rev.  Dr.  R.  S.  Mason  voting  in  the  negative. 

On  the  16th  December,  1869,  testimonials  were  signed  on  behalf  of  John  B. 
Williams,  recommending  him  to  be  admitted  to  Deacon's  orders. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Committee,  held  in  Raleigh,  on  the  19th  February,  1870, 
Present — Rev.  Dr.  R.  S.  Mason.  President ;  Rev.  Dr.  A.  Smedes,  and  William  H. 
Battle,  testimonials  were  signed  on  behalf  of  Rev.  Thomas  B.  Haughton  and 
Rev.  Tirginius  0.  Gee,  Deacons,  recommending  them  for  Priest's  Orders. 

Also,  on  behalf  of  Rev.  John  B.  Williams  and  Rev.  William  S.  Pettigrew,  Dea- 
cons, recommending  them  as  candidates  for  Priest's  Orders. 

Also,  on  behalf  of  James  Bryant  Purcell,  M.  D.,  recommending  him  for  Deacon's 
Orders. 

Also,  on  behalf  of  Alexander  Bass  (colored),  recommending  him  to  be  admitted 
as  candidate  for  Deacon's  Orders. 

On  the  30th  of  April.  1870,  testimonials  were  signed  on  behalf  of  Rev.  Francis 
J.  Murdocli,  recommending  him  to  be  admitted  to  Priest's  Orders. 
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Also,  on  behalf  of  Edmund  Gregory  Prout  and  Gabriel  Johnston,  recommending 
them  to  be  admitted  to  Deacon's  Orders. 

Also,  on  behalf  of  Francis  Borden  Mace,  recommending  him  to  be  admitted  as  a 
candidate  for  Deacon's  Orders. 

All^of  which  is  respectfully  submitted. 

R.  S.  MASON,  Chairman. 

A  protest  from  G.  "W.  Mordecai,  in  regard  to  the  action  of 
the  Standing  Committee,  was  read. 

The  Bishop  took  the  Chair. 

E.  H.  Smith  moved  that  the  protest  be  spread  on  the  minutes ; 
which  was  adopted. 

George  W.  Mordecai,  a  member  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  of 
North  Carolina,  deems  it  due  to  himself,  as  well  as  to  the  Convention,  to  state  that 
he  was  not  present  at  the  meeting  of  the  Committee  held  on  the  19th  February, 
1870,  not  having  received  his  notice  in  time  to  attend;  and  if  he  had  been  present 
he  should  have  opposed  the  signing  of  testimonials  on  behalf  of  Alexander  Bass, 
colored,  for  the  following  reasons : 

First.  Because  he  is  opposed  to  granting  unconditional  and  unrestricted  testi- 
monials to  colored  persons. 

Secondly.  Because  he  does  not  think  the  Standing  Committee  has  any  authority 
to  grant  qualified  or  restricted  testimonials,  and  that  the  Diocesan  Convention  has 
no  power  to  confer  such  authority  on  the  Committee;  such  power  belonging  only 
to  the  General  Convention. 

Thirdly.  Because  he  considered  this  application  as  disposed  of  for  the  present, 
at  the  meeting  held  on  the  2d  December,  1869,  when  (all  the  members  being  pre- 
sent), on  motion  of  "Wm.  H.  Battle,  it  was  laid  on  the  table  to  await  the  action  of 
the  next  Diocesan  Convention,  and  he  did  not  think  it  would  be  again  called  up 
for  the  consideration  of  the  Standing  Committee.

The  Bishop's  Address  was  read. 

Dear  Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  : 

In  making  to  yon  my  annual  statement  of  the  official  acts 
which  I  have  performed  as  Bishop  of  this  Diocese,  and  of  its 
present  condition,  I  feel  bound,  in  the  first  place,  thankfully  to 
acknowledge  the  continued  goodness  of  God  vouchsafed  to  Ills 
Church  among  us,  and  its  consequent  enlargement  and  ad- 
vance, notwithstanding  the  serious  check  produced  by  the  re- 
moval of  some  of  the  most  valued  of  the  clergy. 

I  mention  this  painful  circumstance  so  early,  because  the  very 
parish  in  which  we  meet  exemplifies  it,  and  because  I  wish 
the  general  fact  to  be  most  seriously  pressed  upon  your  consid- 
eration. 
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Immediately  after  the  session  of  the  last  Convention,  T  con- 
firmed in  Christ  Church,  Raleigh,  one  person,  and  received  to 
Priest's  Orders  three,  to  wit :  Rev.  William  Gerard  Phelps, 
Rev.  William  B.  Gordon,  and  the  Rev.  Luther  Eborn.  In  the 
afternoon  of  the  same  day,  in  St.  Mary's  Chapel,  after  a  sermon 
by  the  Rev.  ^Ir.  Patterson,  I  confirmed  eleven  pupils  of  the 
school. 

June  6th,  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Wilmington,  I  baptized  two 
infants,  and  confirmed  three  persons,  all  colored. 

13th.  In  St.  Philip's  Church,  Smithville,  at  morning  service 
I  preached  and  administered  the  Communion.  In  the  evening 
Mr.  Patterson  preached. 

21st.  In  the  Methodist  Church,  Rocky  Mount,  Edgecombe 
County,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Jones,  I  said  prayers  and  Mr. 
Patterson  preached.  A  new  congregation  has  been  organized 
here  under  encouraging  circumstances. 

22d.  At  a  Protestant  Methodist  Church,  in  Edgecombe  Co., 
about  six  miles  from  Rocky  Mount,  Mr.  Jones  read  prayers ;  I 
baptized  an  adult,  preached,  and  confirmed  the  same  person, 
and  administered  the  Communion.  In  this  neighborhood,  also, 
a  new  congregation  of  the  Church  has  been  organized,  but  has, 
as  yet,  no  place  of  worship  of  its  own.  In  the  evening,  at  En- 
field, I  baptized  a  child. 

21th.  In  St.  Paul's  Church,  Wilmington,  I  married  a 
couple. 

July  2d.  In  the  same  church  I  performed  the  funeral  service 
over  a  member  of  the  congregation. 

9th.  I  baptized  an  infant. 

13th.  At  St.  John's  Church,  Wilmington,  I  married  a 
couple. 

15th.  At  Hillsboro'  I  preached  twice  and  confirmed  one 
person. 

16th.    In  St.  Mary's  Church,  Orange  County,  I  preached. 

18th.  In  the  Methodist  Cliurch,  at  Greensboro',  I  preached 
twice. 

20th.  I  preached  in  the  Court  House  at  Statesville. 

21st.  In  the  same  place,  after  a  sermon  by  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Bronson,  I  confirmed  two  persons,  and  another  in  private. 

23d.  At  Gwinn's  Chapel,  I  preached  and  confirmed  two  per- 
sons— both  colored. 
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25th.  At  Wilkesboro  I  preached  twice  and  confirmed  five  per- 
sons, and  administered  the  Communion. 

28th.  At  Grace  Chapel,  Caldwell  County,  I  preached. 

29th.  At  Lenoir,  in  the  morning,  I  preached,  confirmed  nine 
persons  and  administered  the  Communion.  In  the  evening  I 
preached  to  a  colored  congregation  at  the  same  place.  In  this 
parish  the  labors  of  the  Eev.  Mr.  Oertel  have  been  very  useful 
and  very  acceptable. 

olst.  I  preached  at  Morganton. 

August  1st.  At  the  same  place  I  preached  twice,  confirmed 
eigh't  persons  (one  of  whom  was  colored),  and  administered  the 
Communion,  and  baptized  five  children. 

5th.  At  Calvary  Church,  Henderson  County,  I  preached  and 
confirmed  three  persons. 

6th.  I  preached  at  the  Church  of  St.  John's  in  the  Wilder- 
ness, in  Henderson  County. 

8th.  In  the  morning  I  preached  in  Asheville  and  administered 
the  Communion.  In  the  afternoon  I  preached  in  the  Beaver 
Dam  Mission  Chapel,  and  confirmed  four  persons.  In  the 
evening,  at  Trinity  Church,  Asheville,  after  a  sermon  by  the 
Eev.  Dr.  Wilmer,  I  confirmed  seven  persons. 

9th.  In  Asheville,  baptized  an  infant. 

11th.  In  the  Baptist  Church,  at  Waynesville,  I  preached,  bap- 
tized two  infants,  administered  the  Communion,  and  afterwards 
confirmed  one  person. 

15th.  At  Murphy,  I  preached,  confirmed  five  persons  and 
baptized  five  infants. 

17th.  At  a  private  house  near  Franklin,  in  Macon  County,  I 
confirmed  two  persons  and  baptized  two  children, 

18th.  Preached  in  the  Methodist  Church,  at  Franklin. 

21st.  I  preached  at  Leicester,  in  Buncombe  County. 

22d.  I  preached  at  Asheville  in  the  morning,  and  in  the  after- 
noon in  the  Mission  House  at  Haw  Creek,  and  in  the  latter 
place  confirmed  two  persons. 

29th.  At  Catawba  Springs,  after  a  sermon  by  the  Eev.  Mr. 
Patterson,  I  administered  the  Communion,  and  in  the  evening 
preached. 

September  2d.  I  preached  at  Greensboro,  and  confirmed  tw^o 
persons. 
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4th.  I  preached  in  the  Mountain  Chapel,  in  Eockingham 
County  ;  and  5th,  preached  twice  at  Leaksville,  confirmed  two 
persons  and  administered   the  Communion. 

October,  from  12ih  to  16th,  I  attended  in  New  York  the 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Missions  ;  also,  a  meeting  of  the 
Trustees  of  the  General  Seminary  ;  and  a  meeting,  likewise,  of 
the  House  of  Bishops  called  to  elect  a  missionary  Bishop  for 
Arkansas.  This  last  resulted  happily,  as  I  believe,  in  the  choice 
of  the  Rev.  IT.  N.  Pierce,  D.  D.,  by  a  nearly  unanimous  vote, 
and  he  has  since  been  consecrated,  and  has  gone  forth  to  the 
arduous  but  hopeful  field  of  labor  to  which  he  was  assigned. 

On  the  24th  I  preached  in  the  Church  of  the  Ascension  in 
Baltimore,  and  at  the  request  of  the  Bishop  of  Maryland  ad- 
ministered  confirmation  to  ten  persons,  one  of  whom  belonged 
to  my  Diocese. 

November  2d  I  preached  in  Weldon,  baptized  three  children, 
and  confirmed  two  persons. 

3d.  Preached  in  Warrenton. 

4th.  Preached  in  the  same  place  and  confirmed  eleven  persons. 

6th.  At  Williamsboro,  preached  and  administered  the  Com- 
munion. 

7th.  Preached  twice  in  Oxford,  administered  the  Communion 
and  confirmed  twelve  persons. 

8th.  Confirmed  another  in  private  in  the  same  place. 

9th.  At  Henderson,  preached  and  administered  the  Commu- 
nion. 

10th.  At  the  same  place,  baptized  two  infants. 

11th.  Preached  in  Louisburg,  and  confirmed  one  person. 

14th.  Preached  twice  at  Charlotte  and  confirmed  five  persons. 

16th  and  17th.  Preached  twice  at  Lincolnton  and  confirmed 
one  person. 

18th,  Preached  at  High  Shoals  and  confirmed  twenty-one 
persons,  of  whom  seven  were  colored,  and  administered  the  Com- 
munion. 

20th.  Preached  at  Concord  and  confirmed  one  person. 

21st.  Preached  twice  at  Salisbury,  baptized  one  adult  and 
three  infants,  and  confirmed  eight  persons. 

23d.  Preached  in  Christ  Church,  Rowan  County,  and  con- 
firmed two  persons.

2-itli.  Preached  at  St.  James's,  Iredell  County,  and  confirmed 
one  person. 

25th.  At  St.  Andrew's,  Rowan  County,  I  preached  and  con- 
firmed three  persons. 

28th.  At  Wadesboro,  I  preached  twice,   confirmed   four  per- 
sons  and  administered  the  Communion. 

29th.  At  the  same  place,  baptized  a  child  in  private  and  con- 
firmed one  person. 

January  1st,  1870.  Baptized  an  infant  at  Wilmington. 
2d.  In  St.  John's,  Wilmington,  I  preached,  and  received  to  the 
Order  of  Deacons  Mr.  John  Bryan  Williams,  formerly  a  minis- 
ter in  the  Methodist  denomination ;  Dr.  Watson  presented  the 
candidate.    In  the  same  service  I  baptized  an  infant. 

3d.  I  confirmed  and  administered  the  Communion  to  a  colored 
person  in  private. 

On  the  19th  I  attended  a  meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
General  Seminary,  in  New  York.  At  that  meeting  it  was  de- 
termined that  the  Seminary  should  be  removed  from  the  city  of 
New  York,  and  be  established  in  the  country  in  its  vicinity — a 
resolution  of  great  importance,  and  promising  very  beneficial  re- 
sults to  that  valuable  and  time-honored  institution,  and,  through 
it,  to  the  Church  at  large. 

23d.  At  the  request  of  Bishop  Whittingham  I  preached  and 
confirmed  in  the  morning,  in  the  Memorial  Church,  in  the  city 
of  Washington,  twenty-one  persons ;  in  the  afternoon,  in  the 
Church  of  the  Epiphany,  thirty  ;  and  in  the  evening,  at  Grrace 
Church,  in  the  same  city,  forty. 

'    21th.  In  St.  John's,  Washington,  I  confirmed  eight,  and  one 
in  private. 

February  6th.  In  St.  John's  Church,  Wilmington,  I  baptized 
in  the  morning  an  infant ;  and  in  the  afternoon,  in  St.  James's 
Church,  another  infant. 

12th.  I  preached  in  Fayetteville. 

13th.  Preached  twice  in  same  place  and  confirmed  twenty- 
two  persons,  of  whom  eight  were  colored. 

15th.  At  St.  Mark's,  Deep  River,  I  preached  and  confirmed 
one  person. 

16th.  At  Pittsboro'  I  preached,  administered  the  Communion 
and  confirmed  11  persons,  of  whom  one  was  colored. 

19th.    I  preached  at  the  Mission  Chapel  of  St.  Paul,  Raleigh, 
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a  place  of  worship  recently  opened  by  some  ze.'ilous  members 
of  Christ  Church,  under  the  guidance  of  Rev.  Dr.  Mason,  iu 
order  to  carry  religious  instruction  and  cultivation  to  the  neg- 
lected part  of  the  population  of  that  city.  The  services,  so  far, 
have  been  performed  mainly  by  Lay  Readers ;  but  it  is  hoped 
that  ere  long  the  aid  of  a  minister  ma}^  be  obtained,  who  shall 
give  at  least  a  part  of  his  time  regularly  to  this  missionary 
effort. 

20th.  In  the  morning  I  preached  at  Christ  Church,  Baleigh, 
confirmed  eight  persons  and  administered  the  Conimunion.  In 
the  evening  I  preached  in  St.  Augustine's  Chapel,  in  the  same 
city,  and  confirmed  11  persons,  all  colored. 

21st.  In  St.  Mary's  Chapel,  after  a  sermon  by  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Williams,  I  confirmed  six  persons. 

22d.  In  the  Court  House  at  Smithfield,  I  preache^l  and  con- 
firmed seven  persons.  It  was  the  first  confirmation  ever  held  in 
this  village,  but  there  is  a  well  founded  expectation  that  a  con- 
gregation of  our  Church  will  soon  be  organized  there. 

21:th.  In  St.  Stephen's  Church,  Goldsboro,  I  preached,  and 
confirmed  five  persons,  and  administered  the  Communion. 

^NFarch  10th.  At  Beaufort  I  preached  twice,  baptized  three 
adults,  and  two  infants,  administered  the  Communion,  and  con- 
firmed 15  persons,  of  whom  two  were  colored. 

11th.  I  confirmed  in  private  another  person  in  the  same  con- 
gregation. 

12th.  In  Christ  Church,  Newbern,  I  preached  and  confirmed 
17  persons. 

13th.  In  the  same  Church  I  confirmed  six  persons,  preached, 
and  admitted  to  Priest's  Orders  the  Rev.  Virginias  0.  Gee. 
The  candidate  was  presented  by  Rev.  E.  M.  Forbes,  who,  with 
Rev.  William  B.  Gordon,  united  in  laying  on  of  hands.  In  the 
evening  preached  in  St.  Cyprian's  Chapel,  and  confirmed  six  per- 
sons, all  colored. 

15th.  In  St.  Mary's  Church,  Kinston,  I  preached,  baptized 
four  infants  and  two  adults,  confirmed  10  persons  and  admin- 
istered the  Communion. 

17th.  In  the  Methodist  Church,  in  the  village  of  Richland, 
Onslow  Co.,  I  baptized  and  confirmed  one  person,  preached  and 
administered  the  Communion  ;  and  in  the  neighborhood  of  the 
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same  place  baptized  and  confirmed  one  person  in  private.  In  this 
service  I  was  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Larmour. 

20th.  In  the  morning,  at  St.  John's  Church,  Wilmington,  I 
baptized  an  adult,  and  preached.  In  the  evening,  after  a  sermon 
by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Patterson,  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  I  confirmed  16 
persons,  all  colored. 

27Lh.  In  St.  John's  Church,  I  preached  and  confirmed  5  persons; 
and  in  the  evening,  at  St.  James's  Church,  I  preached  and  con- 
firmed nine  persons. 

April  Sd.  At  Wilson  I  preached  twice,  administered  the 
Communion  and  confirmed  17  persons. 

4th.  Preached  at  Stantonsburg. 

5th.  Preached  at  Snow  Hill,  confirmed  one  person  and  admin- 
istered the  Communion. 

7th.  Confirmed  one  person  in  private,  of  the  congregation  of  St. 
John's  Parish,  Pitt  Co.,  preached  at  Pugh's  Chapel,  confirmed  in 
it  two  persons,  and  administered  the  Communion. 

8th.  At  Swift  Creek  Bridge  preached,  confirmed  three  persons, 
and  administered  the  Communion. 

9th.  At  Trinity  Church,  Beaufort  County,  preached,  con- 
firmed four  persons,  and  administered  the  Communion. 

10th.  Preached  at  Washington  and  administered  the  Com- 
munion. 

13th.  At  Middleton,  Hyde  Co.,  preached,  confirmed  sixteen 
persons,  one  being  in  private,  and  administered  the  Commu- 
nion. 

14th.  At  Sladesville,  preached,  confirmed  fifteen  persons  and 
administered  the  Communion.  Hyde  County  is  a  new  field  for 
the  Church,  audit  is  gratifying  to  observe  the  success  which 
has  attended  the  labors  of  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Eborn  and  Barber 
therein. 

15th.  At  St.  James's,  Beaufort  Co.,  preached,  confirmed  seven 
persons  and  administered  the  Communion. 

16th.  In  the  same  parish,  in  private,  confirmed  one  person. 

17th.  At  Bath,  preached,  confirmed  twenty-two  persons,  two 
of  whom  were  colored,  and  administered  the  Communion. 

In  this  Parish  the  results  of  Mr,  Hilton's  labors,  under  God's 
blessing,  have  been  remarkable  and  most  encouraging;  the  ven- 
erable old  Church  has  been  thoroughly  repaired,  a  vestry  room 
built,  the   interior  of  the   church  neatly  fitted  up,  the  congre-

gation  large,  and    the  confirmations   numerous.     In  tlie  same 
Church  and  at  the  same  service  I  also  baptized  two  infants. 

18th.  At  Zion  Church,  Beaufort  Co.,  preached,  confirmed 
eleven  persons,  one  being  in  private,  and  administered  the  Com- 
munion ;  in  the  evening  at  Washington  preached,  and  confirmed 
five  persons.  I  had  previously  at  Washington  confirmed  one 
in  private. 

20th.  At  a  meeting-house  at  Blount's  Creek,  in  Beaufort  Co., 
I  preached,  confirmed  ten  persons  and  administered  the  Com- 
munion. 

21st.  Confirmed  in  private  one  colored  person  of  Trinity  Parish 
Beaufort  County. 

22d.  At  Greenville  preached  twice,  administered  the  Com- 
munion and  confirmed  two  persons. 

24th.  At  Tarboro'  preached  twice,  and  confirmed  thirteen 
persons,  five  of  whom  were  colored. 

26th.  At  Scotland  ISTeck  preached  and  confirmed  six  per- 
sons. 

28th.  At  Jackson  preached,  and  confirmed  one  person. 

29  th.  At  Murfreesboro'  preached,  baptized  two  children  and 
administered  the  Communion. 

^lay  1st.  At  Gatesville  preached  twice,  confirmed  four  persons 
and  administered  the  Communion. 

2d.  At  St.  Peter's,  Gates  Co.,  preached,  confirmed  four  per- 
sons, one  of  whom  was  colored,  and  administered  the  Commu- 
nion. 

The  sum  of  these  confirmations  in  North  Carolina  is  455,  to 
which  must  be  added  one  member  of  my  Diocese  confirmed  by 
me  in  Baltimore,  making  a  total  of  456.  Of  these  73  were  colored. 
I  have,  besides,  at  the  request  of  the  Bishop  of  Maryland,  con- 
firmed nine  members  of  his  Diocese  in  Baltimore,  and  one  hun- 
dred in  Washington. 

I  have  baptized  during  the  year  fifty  persons,  of  whom  forty- 
two  were  infants  and  eight  adults.  Of  these  infants  two  were 
colored.  I  have  performed  two  marriages,  one  of  white  persons 
and  the  other  of  colored.  I  have  celebrated  one  funeral ;  I  have 
received  to  the  order  of  Priest  four  persons,  and  to  that  of  Dea- 
con one,  since  the  last  Convention.  The  changes  in  the  list  of 
clergy  have  been  numerous,  and,  notwithstanding  some  valuable 
accessions,  they  have  been  on  the  whole  injurious  to  the 
Diocese. 
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We  have  lost  by  death  the  Rev.  T.  S.  W.  Mott,  one  of  the 
oldest  and  ablest  of  its  presbyters.  Although  his  health  had 
long  been  feeble,  his  call  to  his  Master's  more  immediate 
presence  was  sudden,  and,  as  we  trust,  welcome  and  joyful. 

The  Rev.  Thos.  G.  Haughton  having  declared  to  me  in  writ- 
ing his  renunciation  of  the  ministry,  and  his  design  not  to  offi- 
ciate in  future  in  any  of  the  offices  thereof,  I  have  deposed  him 
therefrom,  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  Canon  5,  title  2, 
of  the  Digest. 

The  Rev.  Henry  A.  Skinner  has  received  from  me  letters 
diraissory,  and  been  transferred  to  the  Diocese  of  Georgia.  The 
Rev.  Wm.  T.  Helm  to  that  of  Ohio.  The  Rev.  George  T.  Wil- 
mer,  D.  D.,  after  serving  usefully  as  head  of  the  Associate 
Mission  and  Training  School  at  Asheville,  having  been  elected 
to  a  professorship  in  William  and  Mary  College,  Virginia,  has 
removed  to  that  Diocese.  The  Rev.  Joseph  W.  Murphy,  Rector 
of  Christ  Church,  Elizabeth  City,  has  resigned  that  charge  and 
been  transferred  to  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania.  The  Rev. 
Robert  E.  Terry  has  resigned  the  Rectorship  of  St.  John's 
Church,  Wilmington,  and  been  transferred  to  the  Diocese  of 
Long  Island. 

The  Rev.  George  W.  Stickney,  and  the  Rev.  Lucien  Holmes 
are  still  canonically  connected  with  the  Diocese,  but  are  in  the 
course  of  being  transferred— the  first  to  Mississippi  and  the  other 
to  Tennessee.  To  compensate  us  in  some  measure  for  these 
losses,  T  have  received  into  the  Diocese,  by  letter  from  the 
Bishop  of  Maryland,  the  Rev.  J.  Worral  Larmour,  who  has  been 
elected  Rector  of  St.  Stephen's  Church,  Goldsboro',  and  by  let- 
ter from  the  Bishop  of  Connecticut,  the  Rev.  Charles  O.  Brady, 
a  man  of  color,  who  is  now  serving  with  acceptance  and  success, 
as  a  Deacon,  a  colored  congregation  in  Wilmington.  I  have 
also  received  and  accepted  from  the  Bishop  of  Kentucky  letters 
dimissory,  transferring  the  Rev.  Edward  W.  Gilliam  to  this 
Diocese. 

Mr.  Gilliam  has  for  several  months  served  very  usefully  in 
St.  John's  Church,  Wilmington,  and  has  been  called  to  the 
charge  of  the  Church  of  the  Saviour,  Jackson,  and  of  the  congre- 
gation at  Gaston.  The  Rev.  Wm.  B.  Gordon  has  accepted  the 
Rectorship  of  St.  Mary's,  Kinston.  The  Rev.  John  R.  Joyner 
has  taken  charge  of  the  congregation  at  Greensboro,  a  new  sta- 
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tion,  where  it  is  hoped  a  church  will  soon  be  built  and  a  parish 
organized.  The  Rev.  George  Patterson  has  accepted  the  Rec- 
torship of  St.  John's  Church,  Wilmington.  The  Rev.  Wm.  S. 
Pettigrew  is  now  officiating  in  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Inno- 
cents at  Henderson,  Granville  County. 

I  cannot  conclude  this  record  of  events  of  the  past  year,  con- 
nected with  this  Diocese,  without  expressing  thus  publicly  my 
sense  of  the  loss  the  Diocese  has  sustained  in  the  death  of  the 
late  Hon.  Thomas  Ruffin — that  aged  and  venerable  servant  of 
God,  so  universally  known  and  respected  in  North  Carolina  and 
elsewhere,  for  his  learning,  wisdom  and  righteous  life,  and  more 
especially  respected  and  beloved  by  us  for  his  devotion  to  the 
cause  of  Christ  and  to  this  His  Church,  which  he  for  many 
years  faithfully  and  ably  served  in  its  Diocesan  and  General 
Conventions. 

The  life  of  such  a  man  as  Judge  Ruffin — a  righteous  and  holy 
life,  crowned  with  the  highest  honors  of  the  State,  blessed  with 
the  confidence  of  the  people  and  the  love  of  many  friends,  and 
coming  to  its  end  at  last  in  calm  faith  in  the  atoning  blood  of 
the  Saviour — can  only  be  truly  described  as  both  happy  and 
beautiful,  and  ought  not  to  be,  and  will  not  be,  soon  forgotten. 

In  this  connection  I  may  not  omit  to  make  mention  also,  of 
the  death  of  the  Hon.  Samuel  J.  Person,  whom,  since  we  last  met, 
God  in  His  wise  providence  has  seen  fit  to  take  out  of  this  world, 
in  the  prime  of  his  life  and  in  the  midst  of  an  honorable  fame. 
Judge  Person,  though  but  rarely  an  acting  member  of  this  body, 
was  yet  for  years  one  of  its  trusted  officers,  warmly  attached  to 
the  church  and  zealously  devoted  to  the  interests  of  that  parish 
of  which  he  was  a  member,  and  to  which  he  for  many  years 
gave  a  hearty  and  liberal  support. 

The  candidates  for  Orders  at  present  are  E.  Gregory  Prout. 
Julian  C.  Hines,  John  A.  Deal,  Henry  N.  Jasper,  James  A. 
Weston,  Nathaniel  Harding,  Edmund  Joyner,  Charles  J.  Cur- 
tis, Nymphus  E.  Price,  Gabriel  Johnston,  Jas.  Bryant  Purcell, 
Augustus  Flythe,  Wm.  Munford,  Alexander  Bass,  a  man  of 
color,  and  Francis  B.  Mace. 

I  have  to  acknowledge  several  considerable  contributions  in 
aid  of  the  work  going  on  in  my  Diocese,  received  during  the 
past  year.  My  generous  friend,  Mr.  John  H.  Swift,  of  New 
York,   whose   liberality   has    been    felt  in  the   furtherance  of 
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many  Christian  enterprises,  has,  unsolicited,  given  me  ten  shares 
of  stock  in  the  St.  Louis  and  Iron  Mountain  E.  R.  Co.,  to  be 
used  for  any  Diocesan  object  that  I  might  think  proper,  and  I 
have  considered  that,  in  the  present  state  of  our  permanent  Epis- 
copal Fund,  that  gift  would  be  best  appropriated  toward  the  in- 
crease of  that  fund. 

The  Hon.  F.  W.  Ligon  and  Mr.  Reuben  Dorsey,  executors  of 
the  late  Cabel  Dorsey,  of  Howard  County,  Maryland,  have,  in 
executiug  the  provisions  of  the  will  of  their  testator,  appropri- 
ated to  me  the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars  for  the  relief  of 
sufferers  by  the  late  war  in  this  State.  Of  that,  with  the  con- 
sent of  these  executors,  I  have  set  apart  $2,500  for  the  relief  of 
orphans,  the  interest  only  to  be  used  therefor,  and  I  have  appro- 
priated $500  for  some  cases  of  pressing  urgency. 

My  valued  friend,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Leeds,  of  Grace  Church,  Bal- 
timore, encouraged  me  to  lay  before  that  congregation,  with 
which  so  many  of  my  happiest  memories  are  associated,  the  need 
of  missionary  effort  in  the  western  part  of  my  Diocese,  and  the 
importance  of  establishing  an  associate  mission  and  training 
school  at  Asheville.  In  response  to  this  statement  I  received 
from  that  congregation  the  sum  of  $-i95  in  the  month  of  January, 
and  promises  from  several  persons  of  annual  contributions  to 
the  same  object ;  of  these,  one  dear  friend  has  already  sent  me 
$100  for  the  first  of  five  years,  to  be  renewed  annually  during 
that  period. 

I  have  received,  also,  $300  in  part  of  the  fund  bequeathed  to 
me  by  that  admirable  Christian  woman.  Miss  Charlotte  Hicks, 
late  of  Detroit,  Michigan,  but  who  died  in  this  State  some  years 
ago,  and  who  devised  to  me  a  certain  portion  of  her  estate,  to  be 
used  for  the  purpose  of  advancing  missions  in  the  mountain 
country  of  this  diocese  in  the  way  that  should  seem  best  to  me, 
and  I  expect  to  receive  $2,500  more  during  tlie  current  month 
from  this  same  fund.  The  interest  is  at  my  disposal,  but  the  prin- 
cipal I  consider  as  belonging  to  the  Diocese,  and  it  is  invested, 
therefore,  only  after  consultation  with  my  co-trustees  of  the 
Diocese,  the  Hon.  W.  H.  Battle  and  George  W.  Mordecai,  Esq., 
and  in  accordance  with  their  advice. 

In  reviewing  the  work  of  the  past  year,  several  considera- 
tions occur  to  me  that  appear  deserving  to  be  Aveighe'l  by  this 
Convention.

111  the  first  place,  it  is  very  notable  how  much  the  welfare  of 
each  parish,  and  the  growth  of  rehgion  therein,  depend  upon 
the  presence  and  labor  of  the  living  minister. 

Books,  tracts  and  newspapers  have  their  value,  but  they  can- 
not supply  this  want.  The  bricks  and  the  mortar  may  be  at 
hand,  but  the  spiritual  edifice  will  not  be  reared  unless  the 
living  man  is  there  to  use  the  material  provided.  As  an 
illustration  of  this,  compare  the  condition  of  the  parishes  of 
Henderson  and  Williamsborough,  in  Granville  County,  neither 
of  which  had  a  minister  when  I  last  visited  them,  nor  for  some 
time  before,  with  those  of  Oxford  and  Warrenton,  in  the  same 
region  of  country,  which  did  enjoy  regular  ministrations  from 
the  hands  of  resident  clergymen. 

In  the  two  former,  at  my  recent  visitation,  not  one  person 
was  confirmed.  In  one  of  the  two  latter  I  confirmed  thirteen, 
and  in  the  other  eleven.  Again,  in  Jackson,  which  I  had  not 
before  visited  for  nearly  two  years,  and  where  there  was  no 
minister,  I  confirmed  one  person  ;  and  in  Murfreesboro,  which  I 
had  not  visited  for  three  years,  which  had  also  been  destitute  of 
a  minister,  I  confirmed  no  one  ;  while  in  Gates  County,  where 
there  is  a  faithful  and  laborious  young  clergyman  working  for 
the  Church,  I  confirmed  eight.  Northampton  County  being  a 
much  more  promising  field  of  labor  than  Gates,  and  Hertford 
not  much  less  so. 

In  connection  with  this,  consider  the  number  of  clergymen 
that  I  report  as  having  left  or  being  about  to  leave  the  diocese 
merely  for  the  want  of  that  slender  and  moderate  maintenance 
which  is  all  they  ask  for,  and  then  judge  whether  the  laymen  of 
North  Carohna  are  doing  all  that  their  duty  to  God,  to  their 
families,  and  to  themselves,  requires. 

The  reply  will  no  doubt  be,  that  in  their  present  impoverished 
condition  more  ought  not  be  expected  of  them. 

But  in  going  through  the  country  one  is  struck  with  the  many 
evidences  of  the  improved  condition  of  the  people,  and  of  their 
increasing  comfort  and  abundance  in  all  things  secular.  Would 
it  not  seem,  then,  that  every  other  claim  is  preferred  before  that 
of  provision  for  their  spiritual  wants?  And  yet  surely  in  this 
there  is  a  most  apparent  and  most  serious  mistake  made  even  as 
regards  our  present  welfare.  "Man  does  not  live  by  bread 
alone."     Competency  will  not  avail  us  for  happiness.     Wealth 
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will  not  avail  us  if  we  or  our  children  become  the  slaves  and 
victims  of  low  vices  and  debasing  appetites.  And  yet  what 
security  is  there  for  the  preservation  of  morality  where  the  sense 
of  religion  is  lost?  In  every  point  of  view,  then,  whether  we 
look  to  this  life  or  that  which  is  to  come,  there  is  no  interest 
more  worthy  of  earnest  effort  and  willing  sacrifice  than  that  of 
maintaining  the  worship  of  God,  and  thereby  providing  for  our- 
selves and  those  dependent  on  us  the  means  of  obtaining  peace 
and  happiness  in  this  life  and  the  blessed  hopes  of  another. 

I  have  heard  of  no  man  who  has  lost  by  w^hat  he  has  done  in 
this  behalf. 

Many  men  have  ruined  themselves  by  speculation,  by  self- 
indulgence,  by  vice,  by  the  assumption  of  suretyship  for  debts 
which  they  never  expected  to  pay,  but  have  reluctantly  been 
compelled  to  pay  ;  but  I  have  heard  of  no  man  who  has 
injured  himself  or  his  children  by  excessive  contributions 
for  the  worship  of  God,  and  the  promotion  of  the  spiritual 
welfare  of  himself,  his  family  and  the  community  in  which  he 
lives.  'God,  as  good  Bishop  Wilson  expressed  it,  vail  be  no 
man's  debtor,  and  no  man  loses  by  what  is  done  for  Him. 

There  is  another  matter  to  which  I  wish  to  call  your  attention. 

This  diocese  needs  more  Episcopal  supervision.  New  fields 
offer  themselves  every  year.  I  have  visited  six  localities  re- 
cently where  I  never  held  services  before,  and  yet  it  is  not  in 
my  power  to  visit  every  one  of  our  established  parishes  each 
year. 

As  it  is,  I  am  travelling  more  than  half  my  time,  and  I  can- 
not promise,  I  cannot  even  hope,  to  do  more  for  the  future — 
probably  less,  as  I  grow  older  and  more  feeble. 

And  a  Bishop  ought  not  to  be  a  man  who  merely  posts  from 
one  station  to  another,  grinding  out  confirmations  and  preach- 
ing sermons.  He  must  give  attendance  not  only  to  exhortation, 
but  to  reading  and  to  doctrine.  He  ought  to  be  able  to  instruct 
the  people  committed  to  his  charge,  not  merely  as  to  the  contro- 
versies of  the  past,  but  as  to  the  living  questions  of  the  present 
day.  For  this  he  ought  to  have  time  for  study ;  and  no  man 
can  have  time  for  study  who  has  to  visit  every  or  almost  every 
parish  and  missionary  station  in  this  large  diocese  every  year  ; 
and  yet  the  congregations  clearly  suffer  if  not  thus  visited.  The 
minister  loses  the  encouragement  and  strengthening  which  his 
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Bishop's  visit  ought  to  give  him,  and  the  people  lose  the  oppor- 
tunity of  making  that  profession  of  faith  in  Christ  which  is 
provided  for  in  the  system  of  the  Church  by  the  ordinance  of 
confirmation,  and  also  the  grace  which  that  ordinance  is  insti- 
tuted to  convey  to  those  who  rightly  receive  it. 

^[ore,  then,  ought  to  be  done  than  is  done,  and  yet  I  cannot 
promise  to  do  more.  How,  then,  is  the  deficiency  to  be  sup- 
plied ?  Three  methods  are  conceivable  :  First,  by  a  division  of 
the  diocese.  But  this,  under  our  existing  Constitution,  is  im- 
possible for  us  in  our  circumstances ;  and  even  should  the  Con- 
stitution be  changed  in  the  way  contemplated  by  the  last 
General  Convention,  an  endowment  will  be  necessary  for  the 
new  diocese,  when  it  has  not  been  found  practicable  to  obtain 
one  for  the  undivided  diocese.  What  the  wliole  could  not  do, 
or  would  not  do,  it  is  hardly  to  be  anticipated  that  the  weaker 
part  would  be  able  to  do.  But  it  may  be  imagined  that  the 
appointment  of  an  assistant  bishop  would  not  be  liable  to  this 
difficulty.  It  may  be  questioned,  however,  whether  my  case 
comes  within  the  terms  laid  down  in  the  Canon  which  provides 
for  the  election  of  an  assistant  bishop.  If  this  Convention  see 
fit  to  try  the  question  by  choosing  one,  I  give  my  ready  assent 
to  the  experiment  being  made. 

There  is  a  third  method  of  providing  increased  Episcopal  ser- 
vice in  the  diocese,  which  has  been  recently  tried  in  England  and 
has  much  to  recommend  it.  It  is  that  of  the  appointment  of 
one  or  more  suffragan  bishops.  A  suffragan  bishop  differs  from 
an  assistant  bishop  mainly  in  this,  that  his  jurisdiction  is  not  co- 
extensive with  the  diocese,  but  is  confined  to  a  certain  locality 
within  it,  and  consequently  he  need  not  be  separated  from  any 
office  which  he  previously  filled.  A  rector  of  a  church  can  well 
be  a  suffragan  bishop,  and  if  there  were  one  such  in  Asheville, 
one  in  Wilmington  or  Raleigh,  as  the  case  may  be,  one  in  New- 
bern,  Washington  or  Edenton,  it  is  clear  that  a  much  more  vig- 
orous spiritual  life  would  be  imparted  to  the  Church  in  this 
diocese. 

At  present  we  have  a  Canon  forbidding  the  appointment  of 
suffragan  bishops,  but  for  no  sufficient  reason  apparently,  and 
that  Canon  could  be  repealed  at  any  session  of  the  General 
Convention  if  desired. 

I  leave  the  whole  subject  for  your  wise  consideration  and 
action. 
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The  times  require  that  everything  possible  should  be  done  to 
increase  the  efficiency  of  the  Episcopal  office  and  of  the  clerical 
order  generally,  for  we  seem  to  be  living  in  those  perilous  times 
of  which  the  Apostle  forewarns  us.  A  so-called  jEcumenical 
Council  is  now  sitting  at  Kome  for  the  purpose,  in  the  first  place, 
of  giving  its  sanction  to  the  dogmas  laid  down  in  the  celebrated 
Syllabus  issued  by  the  present  Pope,  which  is  itself  a  declara- 
tion of  war  against  civil  and  religious  liberty  and  modern  civili- 
zation. 

In  the  second  place,  for  the  purpose  of  making  the  Assump- 
tion of  the  Virgin,  itself  one  of  the  most  incredible  and  least 
sustained  of  the  mediaeval  legends,  as  an  article  of  faith,  which 
whosoever  denies  will  be  lost.  But  its  principal  purpose  is  to 
decide  the  infallibility  of  the  Pope,  and  to  make  that  also  to-be 
clefide^  and  a  belief  in  it  as  necessary  to  salvation. 

It  seems  to  me  quite  certain  that  the  advocates  of  this  dogma 
will  carry  the  day  against  their  adversaries,  not  only  because 
they  have  the  Pope  himself,  and  the  Eoman  Court,  and  the 
order  of  the  Jesuits,  to  sustain  them,  but  also  because  they 
reason  more  logically  from  the  acknowledged  principles  and 
accomplished  facts  of  Eomanism. 

When  the  dogma  of  the  Immaculate  Conception  was  pro- 
nounced and  accepted  in  1854,  the  question  of  Papal  Infallibility 
was,  in  effect,  settled,  for  nothing  but  an  infallible  authority 
could  change  an  opinion  into  an  article  of  faith,  and  it  must  be 
acknowledged  that  Papal  infallibility  has  many  conveniences  to 
recommend  it.  It  will  no  longer  be  necessary  for  Roman  theolo- 
gians to  study  ponderous  folios  and  to  collate  rare  MSS.,to 
investigate  the  testimonies  of  the  Fathers  and  the  various  read- 
ings differing  from  the  received  texts  of  Scripture  ;  theological 
doubts  and  questions  can,  for  the  future,  be  settled  by  telegraph. 
A  few  minutes  can  procure  a  solution  from  the  infallible  oracle 
at  Pome. 

One  result  will  be,  that  dogma  will  be  added  to  dogma  until 
the  reason  and  conscience  of  mankind  are  thoroughly  alienated 
from  the  entire  system ;  that  thus  the  Church  of  Rome  will 
become  more  and  more  a  sect,  and  efface  from  its  system,  line 
by  line — more  and  more  completely — the  marks  and  characters 
by  which  a  true  Church  is  known. 

How,  indeed,  can  Christian  men — how  can  thinking  men — 
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remain  attached  to  a  community  which  maintains  that  a  Divine 
attribute  is  incarnated  in  the  person  of  a  man,  not  always  either 
wise  or  good — even  by  human  standards — sometimes  even  a 
monster  of  wickedness,  such  as  Alexander  VI?  Sometimes  a 
promulgator  of  heresy,  such  as  Liberius,  Yirgilius  and  Ilonorius? 
of  whom  the  first  subscribed  to  the  Arian  creed,  the  second  was 
excommunicated  by  a  General  Council,  and  the  third  anathema- 
tized by  subsequent  Popes. 

Certainly  it  is  a  curious  state  of  mind  which  can  believe  two 
Popes  to  be  infallible,  one  of  whom  anathematizes  the  other  for 
heresy ;  yet  hereafter  this  must  be  believed  by  the  thorough- 
going *  Romanist,  or  history  will  have  to  be  rewritten  for  his 
benefit,  as  well  as  theology  remodeled. 

While,  then,  I  believe  Papal  infallibility  to  be  the  inevitable 
outgrowth  of  Romish  principles  and  Papal  acts,  I  believe  it  at 
the  same  time  to  be  a  millstone  around  the  neck  of  the  Church 
of  Rome. 

I  believe  that  Church  to  be  doomed.  The  handwriting  may 
even  now  be  read  on  the  walls  of  the  Vatican :  ''  Thou  art 
weighed  in  the  balance  and  found  wanting."  Individuals  may 
still  fall  away  to  her,  as  no  doubt  they  will,  some  from  the 
power  of  a  morbid  imagination,  some  from  incapacity  or  unwil- 
lingness to  be  keepers  of  their  own  consciences,  and  the  need 
thence  resulting  for  a  professional  director,  forgetting  who  has 
said,  that  every  one  must  give  account  of  himself  to  God.  Chil- 
dren may  be  in  the  future,  as  in  the  past,  betrayed  into  the 
hands  of  the  adversaries  of  the  fixith  to  which  they  were  pledged 
at  their  baptism,  by  the  cupidity  or  religions  indifference  of 
parents  or  guardians,  but  such  individuals  will  be  like  straws 
thrown  on  the  current  of  a  mighty  river,  which  will  not  be 
retarded  in  its  course,  but  continue  to  flow  on  with  undiminished 
power. 

I  consider,  then,  that  Romanism  may  do  harm  to  individuals, 
and  therefore  it  is  to  be  watched  and  checked,  but  that  its  power 
over  mankind  has  passed  away.  France,  Austria,  Spain  and 
Italy  have  renouncsd  its  exclusive  authority,  and  it  is  not  at 
all  impossible  but  that  a  few  years  hence  the  Pope  will  be  seen 
quietly  living  under  the  protection  of  a  Protestant  power. 

I  CDnceive  that  a  far  more  formidable  enemy  now  threatens 
the  best  hopes  of  mankind — that  is,  Infidelity. 
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No  one  can  be  familiar  with  the  science  or  popular  literature 
of  the  present  day  without  perceiving  the  rapid  increase  of  this 
spirit.  This  increase  is  owing  partly  to  the  growth  of  physical 
science,  for  although  true  science  and  true  theology  must  be 
consistent  with  each  other,  there  are  many  subjects  on  which 
their  reconciliation  will  only  be  possible  when  undertaken  by 
men  who  are  wise  and  learned,  as  well  as  pious  and  devout. 

Again,  infidelity  is  increased  by  the  multiplication  of  sects. 
For  it  is  easy  to  see  that  as  sects  multiply  the  principle  of 
authority  is  weakened,  and  Revelation  must  rest,  to  a  great 
extent,  on  authority.  And  lastly,  the  spirit  of  the  age  is  unfa- 
vorable to  Faith,  for  it  is  a  spirit  of  innovation  and  revolution  on 
all  subjects. 

No  doubt  God  will  maintain  His  own  truth  ;  but  that  we  should 
be  of  use  in  assisting  to  maintain  it,  we  must  have  among  our 
own  clergy  not  only  godly  but  well  learned  men — men  who  are 
thinkers  as  well  as  laborers,  for  there  are  thinkers,  and  some 
great  thinkers — what  pity  1 — among  the  enemies  of  the  Christian 
faith  ;  and  it  is,  after  all,  thought  which,  under  God,  subdues  man- 
kind and  governs  the  world.

The  amounts  received  for  Missionary,  Educational  and  Relief  Funds  have  been 
large,  but  the  assessment  for  Episcopate  and  Contingent  Expenses  is  nearly  $900 
below  that  of  last  year. 

I  would  urge  upon  the  Clergy  and  the  Parishes  the  necessity  of  regular  quarterly 
remittances,  so  that  the  Treasurer  can  meet  the  demands  upon  the  various  Funds 
promptly.  If  the  arrears  of  assessments  for  the  last  year  are  paid,  the  temporary 
loan  from  the  Permanent  Fund  to  the  Contingent  Fund  can  be  repaid;  and  should' 
the  assessment  be  regularly  paid  hereafter,  I  would  recommend  that  the  salary  of 
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the  Bishop  be  advanced  to  $3,000.  The  arrears  of  his  salary  have  been  paid,  leav- 
ing the  last  quarter  of  the  past  year  the  only  balance  due;  this  will  no  doubt  be 
paid  from  receipts  at  the  present  Convention.

On  motion,  the  Treasurer's  Report  was  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Finance. 

A.  M.  Moore,  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Edenton,  offered  the  fol- 
lowing resolutions : 

Resolved,  1st,  That  this  Church  is  not  congregational  but  universal  in  its  govern- 
ment, and  that,  in  accordance  with  its  genius,  the  support  of  the  ministry  in  this 
Diocese  is  obligatory  upon  every  member  therein. 

2d.  That  the  usage  of  each  particular  congregation  providing  a  support  for  its 
pastor  was  but  a  reason  for  prompt  payment;  that  such  usage  has  proved  detri- 
mental to  the  interests  of  the  Church  in  fostering  the  idea  that  the  contributions  of 
the  congregation  were  to  the  support  of  the  man  and  not  to  God's  service,  and 
making  the  pastor  feel  that  he  was  the  hired  servant  of  a  class,  and  not  a  mis- 
sionary to  the  whole  people. 

3d.  That  the  salaried  parochial  system  is  calculated  to  destroy  concert  of  action 
on  the  part  of  the  clergy,  and  tends  to  restrict  the  services  of  the  Church  to  certain 
localities. 

4th.  That  the  sense  of  this  Convention  is,  that  the  whole  ministry  in  the  Diocese 
is  a  missionary  body,  subject  to  the  Bishop,  and  that  the  entire  amount  necessary 
for  their  support  be  raistd  under  regulations  of  this  Convention  from  the  whole 
Church  within  its  jurisdiction  ;  that  the  fund  thus  raised  be  paid  over  to  and  dis- 
bursed by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Dioeese,  in  such  amounts  and  under  such  regulations 
as  shall  be  prescribed  by  this  Convention. 

Eev.  B.  S.  Bronson  moved  that  these  resolutions  be  referred 
to  a  Special  Committee  of  five ;  which  was  adopted. 

The  chair  appointed  the  following  Committee :  Rev.  B.  S. 
Bronson,  Rev.  R.  S.  Mason,  D.D.,  Rev.  J.  B.  Cheshire,  D.  D.,

showing  the  amount  promised,  and  the  amount  paid,  as  a  salary  to  the  minister  of 
each.parish  for  the  year  immediately  preceding  the  date  of  such  report. 

2d.  That  such  report  be  printed  in  the  journal  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Conven- 
tion. 

3d.  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  be  instructed  to  prepare,  aa  soon  as 
practicable,  blank  forms  of  such  reports  for  the  use  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Parish 
Vestries. 
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W.  H.  Battle  moved  to  refer  these  resolutions  to  the  Special 
Committee  of  Five  just  appointed. 

D.  M.  Carter  moved  to  amend  the  resolution  of  Mr.  Battle, 
by  substituting  "  Committee  on  Finance  "  in  place  of  ''  Special 
Committee  of  Five  just  appointed." 

W.  11.  Battle  withdrew  his  motion. 

R.  II.  Smith  moved  to  refer  the  resolutions  to  the  Committee 
on  Canons,  with  instructions  to  report  a  canon  carrying  out  the 
object  of  the  resolution  ;    which  was  adopted. 

Eev.  J.  H.  Tillinghast  offered  the  following  resolution,  and 
moved  that  it  be  made  the  special  order  for  five  .o'clock  P.  M. : 

Resolved,  That  Section  4tli  of  Article  3d  of  the  Constitution  be  amended,  by 
striking  out  the  words  "  baptized  persons  of  good  moral  standing,"  and  inserting 
instead  the  word  "communicants." 

W.  H.  Battle  moved  that  the  resolution  be  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Canons;  which  was  not  adopted. 

The  question  coming  upon  the  special  order,  it  was  adopted. 

Rev.  A.  A.  Watson,  D.  D.,  offered  the  following  resolutions, 
and  moved  to  refer  them  to  the  Committee  on  Canons  ;  which 
was  agreed  to : 

Resolved,  That  Section  3rd  of  Canon  XIX.  be  amended  to  read  as  follows: — It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  each  clergyman  to  report  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  each  annual  Convention,  the  number  of  baptisms,  confirma- 
tions, marriages  and  deaths  among  the  people  of  his  charge  since  the  preceding 
Convention.  Also  all  such  official  acts  as  he  may  have  performed  within  or  with- 
out his  Cure,  specifying  in  the  latter  case  the  place  where  performed.  He  shall 
also  report  so  far  as  practicable  the  number  of  baptized  persons,  and  the  number  of 
communicants  within  his  Care,  with  the  number  of  children  receiving  religious 
instruction  in  Sunday  Schools  or  Parochial  Schools,  Also  the  amount  of  contribu- 
tions for  Ciiurch  purposes,  including  in  a  separate  statement  the  amount  promised 
and  that  actually  paid  as  the  salary  of  the  clergyman,  as  well  as  such  other  mat- 
ters as  may  throw  light  upon  the  state  of  the  Parish. 

Bisolved,  That  in  order  to  accomplish  the  above  results  more  efiectually.  it  is 
hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  furnish  annually  to  the  Clergy  forms 
of  Parochial  Report,  such  as  may  be  adopted  by  the  Convention;  and  it  is  further- 
more made  the  duty  of  the  Clergy  to  use  such  forms  and  no  others. 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Canons  be  instructed  to  draw  up  a  form 
of  Parochial  Report  for  distribution  as  aforesaid,  which  shall  include  the  particulars 
suggested,  i.  e.,  the  proposed  amendment  of  Canon  XIX.  Provided  that  so  far  as 
the  report  relates  to  the  salary  of  the  minister,  it  shall  be  made  by  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Vestry. 

The  Committee  on  the  Permanent  Episcopal  Fund  made  their 
report : 
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To  the  Diocesan  Convention,  Edenion,  N.  C. 

The  Coin:Tiiitee  to  raise  a  "  Pennaaeat  Episcopal  Fund,"  continued  by  the  last 
Convention,  submit  the  following 

REPORT: 

The  C  immittee  was  not  informed  by  the  Secretary  of  its  continuance  in  office 
this  year,  and  the  Chairman  (who  was  not  in  Coavention  when  the  order  was  pass- 
ed) was  not  aware  of  the  fact  until  late  in  the  year.  Tlien,  with  the  concurrence  of 
a  majority  of  the  Co  nmittee,  he  extended  an  invitation  to  the  Rev.  George  Pat- 
terson, assistant  minister  of  St.  James's  Parish,  Wilmington,  to  undertake  the  work 
of  travelling  and  canvassing  for  this  fund. 

Rev.  Mr.  Patterson  was  not  able  to  undertake  the  work  until  after  the  month  of 
January.  After  a  few  weeks'  service  in  this  behalf,  without  any  material  success, 
he  was  called  by  St.  John's  Parish  to  become  its  Rector,  which  "call  "  he  accepted, 
and  soon  thereafter  resigned  the  position  to  which  he  had  been  invited  by  the 
Committee.  The  only  contribution  to  the  fund  is  some  shares  of  railroad  stock 
which  have  been  given  (through  the  Bishop  or  Mr.  Patterson)  to  the  fund  ;  though 
as  yet  no  transfer  has  been  made  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Committee,  as  required 
by  its  Bye-laws. 

The  Committee  has  not  been  able,  at  the  late  day  it  undertook  the  work  this 
year,  to  obtain  any  increase  to  this  most  desirable  and  important  fund. 

We  are  all  aware  how  poor  ("  in  this  world's  goods")  our  people  generally  are, 
and  to  ask  them  to  contribute  to  a  permanent  fund,  for  the  benefit  of  posterity, 
seems  as  unreasonable  as  we  know  it  has  thus  far  been  unsuccessful.  We  are  but 
slowly  recovering  from  the  exhaustive  effects  of  a  most  terrible  civil  war,  conducted 
for  four  long  years  upon  our  own  soil.  Can  we,  under  such  a  state  of  things,  expect 
much  at  present  ?  Your  Committee  thinks  not ;  and  yet  it  cannot  consent  to  let  so- 
good  a  work  entirely  die  out  or  sleep.  It  was  with  this  view  that  it  last  year 
recommended  a  Canon  giving  the  Bishop  authority  to  regularly  appoint  a  •'  Perma 
nent  Episcopal  Fund  Committee  "  to  continue  this  good  work,  though  but  slowly, 
and  keep  it  alive.  The  Committee  on  Canons  reported  adversely,  and  their  report 
was  concurred  in  by  the  Convention. 

With  all  respect,  however,  the  Committee  begs  leave  to  repeat  the  recommenda- 
tion, and  urge  upon  your  body  to  provide  for  the  continuance  of  this  work.  The 
increase  will  be  slow  for  some  years,  yet,  at  no  distant  day,  we  may  reasonably  hope 
to  see  our  Diocese  in  such  prosperity  that  many  will  give,  and  give  liberally,  to 
this  fund,  and  it  will  be  raised!

The  Committee  appoiQted  at  the  last  Coaventioa  to  take  into  consideration  the 
increase  of  Episcopal  Services  in  this  Diocese — and  to  which  was  referred  the  por- 
tion of  the  Bishop's  address  relating  to  the  same  sul)ject — present  the  following 
resolutions  for  the  action  of  the  Convention,  viz. : 

Risoloed,  That  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese,  with  the  consent  of  its  Dio- 
cesan, petition  the  General  Convention  of  the  Church  to  assume,  as  a  Missionary- 
District,  a  portion  of  its  territory  hereafter  to  be  defined. 

Resolved,  Tliat  a  Committee  of  Five — three  Clergymen  and  two  Laymen — be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Bishop  to  consult  with  him,  in  order  to  draft  a  memorial  defining 
the  boundaries  of  the  Missionary  D. strict,  and  setting  forth  its  spiritual  wants, 
which  is  to  be  laid  batbre  the  next  Diocesan  Convention,  and,  if  approved,  to  be 
submitted  to  the  General  Convention. 

Resolved,  That  the  Delegates  to  the  next  General  Convention  be  requested  to 
urge  upon  tlie  Convention  the  adoption  of  sucli  legislation  as  will  enable  the  Dio- 
ceses to  elect  Suffragan  Bishops. 

It  was  orderel,  that  the  resolutions  olfjre  1  by  the  Committee 
be  made  the  special  order  for  9  o'clock,  A.  M.,  Mond  ly.

The  Committee  would  call  the  attention  of  the  Clergy  to  Canon  XXII,  and  re- 
quest that  the  regular  Annual  Collection  be  made  by  ihem  in  their  several  Parishes, 
in  order  that  there  may  be  an  increase  of  this  fund ;  the  amount  at  the  disposal  of 
the  Committee  being  but  a  small  fraction  of  what  could  be  advantageously  ex- 
pended in  aiding  young  men  who  are  seeking  Holy  Orders,  and  whose  labors  are 
so  much  needed  in  this  Diocese.  The  Committee  cannot  properly  close  this  report 
without  calling  the  attention  of  this  Convention  to  the  lamented  death  of  the  Hon. 
S.  J.  Person,  who  was  elected  a  member  of  this  Committee  at  its  last  session.

The  Eeport  of  the  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business  was 
read  ; 

The  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business,  having  examined  the  Journal  of  the  last 
Convention,  find  no  unfinished  business  to  report. 

M.  H.  YAUGIIAX,  for  the  Committee. 
On  motion  of  AY.  H.  Battle,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  in  voting  by  orders,  the  names  of  the  delegates  from  each  Parish 
•shall  be  called,  and  each  delegate  shall  vote  either  "Aye,"  or  "No,"  and  the  ma- 
jority of  the  votes  of  the  delegates  from  a  Parish  shall  determine  the  vote  of  such 
Parish.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  record  the  names  of  the  voters 
and  the  votes  which  they  respectively  gave. 

The  Report  of  the  Executive  Missionary  Committee  was  read  : 

The  Executive  Missionary  Committee  appointed  by  the  last  Convention  respect- 
fully report,  that  during  the  past  year  it  has  been  in  their  power  to  aid  21  of  the 
clergy  of  the  Diocese,  and  thus  enable  them  to  remain  at  their  several  posts  of  duty. 

The  Committee  are  persuaded  that  the  Church  of  this  Diocese  can  scarcely  be 
«ware  of  the  hardships  to  which  many  of  the  clergy  in  the  smaller  parishes  are  re- 
duced. There  are  many  instances  in  which  (as  they  are  informed)  the  parochial  re- 
ceipts for  the  support  of  the  local  clergy  do  not,  all  told,  exceed  $200  per  annum, 
thus  yielding  the  hard  worked  missionary,  even  when  aided  by  the  Domestic  Mis- 
sionary Committee  of  the  Church  of  the  United  States,  as  well  as  by  the  Missionary 
Committee  of  the  Diocese— the  pitiful  sum  of  $400  per  annum,  for  his  whole  main- 
tenance; in  some  instances  indeed,  the  amount  is  still  less. 

The  whole  amount  contributed  during  the  last  year  for  Diocesan  Missions  by  the 
3,200  communicants  of  the  Diocese,  has  been  $2,414.31,  or  an  average  of  only 
T5  cents  for  each  communicant. 

Your  Committee  submit  that,  even  in  these  depressed  times,  the  Diocese  can  do 
better  than  that. 

If  it  be  said  that  in  some  instances  the  revenue  of  the  clergy  is  increased  by 
keeping  scliool,  your  Committee  would  submit  in  reply,  that  it  cannot  be  for  the 
spiritual  benefit  of  either  Pastor  or  people  that  he  who  has  the  care  of  souls  should 
have  his  time  diverted  to  any  mere  secular  pursuit. 

The  very  mental  distraction  and  anxieties  for  support  which  must  attend  such 
<»re3  cannot  be  good  preparation  for  the  higher  spiritual  work  of  the  ministry. 

Tour  Committee  conclude  by  expressing  the  hope  that  the  Missionary  receipts 
may  hereafter  bo  largely  increased,  and  that  so  those  whom  the  Convention  may 
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appoint  as  their  successors  may  be  enabled  materially  to  diminish  the  anxieties  and 
increase  the  comforts  of  the  appointed  stewards  of  the  mysteries  of  God. 

A.  A.  WATSON,  for  the  Committee. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Finance  was  read : 

The  Committee  on  Finance  respectfully  report,  that  they  have  examined  the 
Treasurer's  Report  with  the  accompanying  documents  and  vouchers,  and  find  them 
correct. 

They  regret  to  perceive,  that  while  the  receipts  upon  the  Missionary,  Relief,  and 
Educational  Funds  have  been  larger  than  they  were  the  last  year,  the  increase  in 
these  respects  is  more  than  counterbalanced  by  the  decrease  in  the  receipts  for  the 
Contingent  Fund. 

In  this  connection  the  Committee  would  call  attention  to  the  fact,  that  while 
there  were  3,200  communicants  reported  to  the  last  Convention,  in  accordance 
with  which  the  regular  Contingent  Assessment  should  yield  $6,400,  the  receipts 
have  been  actually  only  $2,845.32,  or  about  89  cents  for  each  communicant.  As 
one  consequence,  then,  it  has  been  necessary  during  the  past  year  to  borrow 
$1,710.10  from  the  Permanent  Episcopal' Fund,  in  order  to  meet  the  arrears  due 
upon  the  Bishop's  salary. 

The  receipts  upon  the  Educational  and  Relief  Fund  are  reported  by  the  Trea- 
surer as  $323.88  for  the  former,  and  $234.86  for  the  latter,  making,  together  with 
the  sum  raised  for  the  Contingent  and  Missionary  Fund,  by  the  actual  contributions 
in  the  Diocese  within  the  past  year,  $5,818.37,  or  a  little  over  $1.75  per  communi- 
cant for  the  whole.  Your  Committee  submit  that  this  cannot  possibly  represent  the 
entire  ability  of  the  Diocese  for  general  Diocesan  work,  and  outside  of  the  more 
immediate  parochial  responsibilities. 

They  would  suggest,  however,  that  the  assessment  of  $2  will  not  long  be  neces- 
sary for  the  special  purpose  of  the  Contingent  Fund,  but  that  until  the  loan  from 
the  Permanent  Episcopal  Fund  is  repaid,  and  all  amounts  in  arrears  paid,  it  is  but 
right  that  it  should  be  continued  in  the  meantime. 

Your  Committee,  therefore,  would  conclude  by  recommending  the  passage  of  the 
following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  present  assessment  upon  the  several  parishes  at  the  rate  of  $2 
per  communicant  be  continued  for  the  ensuing  year. 

They  would  congratulate  the  Diocese  that  at  last  the  arrears  long  due  the  Bishop 
have  been  settled,  bringing  up  the  payment  of  the  same  to  the  1st  of  February 
1870.  '  A.  A.  WATSON,  Chairman. 

The  resolution  was  adopted. 

On  motion,  the  Convention  proceeded  to  elect  a  Treasurer^ 
John  Wilkes  was  nominated  for  re-election  by  J.  G.  Martin.

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On  motion,  Rev.  J.  C.  Huske,  Rev.  A.  A.  Watson,  D.  D.,  A. 
J.  De  Rosset,  R.  Strange,  and  S.  L.  Fremont,  were  elected. 

The  election  of  the  Church  Building  Committee  was  ordered. 

Balloting  was  dispensed  with. 

On  motion,  Rev.  A.  A.  Benton,  Rev.  J.  B.  Cheshire,  D.  D., 
Rev.  M.  M.  Marshall,  W.  R.  Cox,  and  George  V.  Strong,  were 
elected. 
^  The  election  of  the  Education  Committee  was  ordered. 

Balloting  was  dispensed  with. 

On  motion.  Rev.  George  Patterson,  George  Davis,  and  A.  H. 
Yan  Bokkelen,  were  elected. 

The  election  of  a  Standing  Committee  was  ordered. 

Rev.  R.  S.  Mason,  D.  D.,  Rev.  M.  A.  Curtis,  D.  D.,  Rev.  A. 
Smedes,  D.  D.,  W.  H.  Battle,  and  G.  W.  Mordecai,  were  elected. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  M.  H.  Vaughan,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  members  of  this  Convention  having  heard  of  the  death  of  the 
Rev.  T.  S.  W,  Mott,  a  clergyman  of  this  Diocese  (with  little  exception  since  1831), 
and  also  Editor  of  the  Church  Intelligencer  for  several  years,  desire  to  express  their 
appreciation  of  his  literary  culture  as  well  as  his  ministerial  services  to  the  Dio- 
cese in  which  he  so  long  resided. 

Re-solved,  That  we  desire  to  place  upon  the  records  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese- 
an  expression  of  our  regard  for  our  deceased  brother. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Dr.  Watson,  it  was  unanimously 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  do  express  their  thanks  to  their  late  Treasurer^ 
John  Wilkes,  Esq.,  for  his  faithful,  laborious  and  disinterested  services,  and,  in 
transferring  the  office  to  a  more  convenient  point,  do  part  with  him  with  regret.

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He  shall  also  report,  so  far  aa  practicable,  the  number  of  baptized  persons  and 
the  number  ofornmuaicants  withm  his  cure,  with  the  number  of  children  receiv- 
ing religious  iustruoti.)n  in  Sunday  Schools  or  Parochial  Schools  ;  also  the  amcunt 
of  coninbutious  for  Cimrch  purposes,  as  well  as  such  other  matters  as  may  throw 
li-hi  upon  the  state  of  the  Parish.  To  this  rep  jrt  shall  be  appended  by  the  Trea- 
surer of  the  Vestry  a  separate  statement  of  the  amount  promised  and  that  actually 
paid  as  the  salary  of  the  Clergyman. 

The  Committee  also  report  the  following  blank  Parochial  Report,  a  copy  of 
which  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  shall  send  annually  to  each  Parish  in  the 
Diocese  one  month  before  the  meeting  of  the  Convention.

The  Eeport  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church 
was  read : 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  respectfully  report: 

That  from  the  Bishop's  address,  and  such  of  the  Parochial  reports  as  have  been 
presented,  they  find  the  condition  of  the  Diocese  to  be  as  follows:  Of  Baptisms: 
infants,  5G8;  adults,  163  ;  in  all  731.  Confirmations,  456  ;  Ciitechumens,  3,096; 
Communicants,  3,239;  Marriages.  150 ;  Funerals,  241 ;  Contributions,  $17,777.97. 
The  Ordinations  of  the  Clergy  have  been  four  Presbyters  and  one  Deacon.  One 
Presbyter  has  died  and  one  has  been  deposed;  five  Clergymen  have  left  the  Dio- 
cese and  three  have  been  received.     The  candidates  for  Orders  are  fifteen. 

Your  Committee  would  earnestly  call  the  attention  of  this  Convention  to  that 
part  of  the  Bishop's  Address  relating  to  the  frequent  changes  that  take  place  in  the 
Diocese  by  the  removal  of  the  clergy  from  their  Parislies,  through  the  want  of 
adequate  support,  and  the  uncertainty,  in  come  cases,  of  their  receiving  the  full 
amount  of  even  that  which  had  been  promised  them. 

Dear  brethren,  if  the  means  too  often  lavished  by  many,  perhaps  in  some  cases 
by  most,  if  not  all  of  us,  upon  passing  gratification,  bringing  no  solid,  no  perma- 
nent, frequently  no  refined,  no  proper,  certainly  no  necessary,  hardly  allowable  en- 
joyment, were  bestowed  on  those  objects  which,  as  Christians,  we  are  bound  to 
regard  and  maintain,  and  among  them  the  due  support  of  the  ministry,  what 
satisfaction  Avould  ever  be  lesseoed  ?  "What  fortune  ever  be  diminished  ?  Who 
was  ever  made  less  really  joyful  ?  "Who  was  ever  impoverished  by  a  true  Christian 
benevolence?      How   beautiful  is  our  poetic  paraphrase  of  part  of  the  112th 

Psalm  : —  • 

"  The  soul  that's  filled  with  virtue's  light, 
"  Shines  brightest  in  affliction's  night ; 
"  To  pity  the  distressed  inclined, 
•'  As  well  as  just  to  all  mankind. 
"  His  liberal  favors  he  extends, 
"To  some  he  gives,  to  others  lends, 
"  But  what  his  charity  impairs, 
"  He  saves  by  prudence  in  afifairs." 

The  support,  however,  of  the  ministry  of  Christ,  must  not  be  considered  as  a 
mere  benevolence.  It  is  a  just  debt.  "  They  that  preach  the  Gospel  are  to  live  of 
the  Gospel."  "We  would  also  direct  the  attention  of  this  body  to  another  part  of 
the  Bishop's  Address,  in  which  the  subject  of  making  provision  for  increased  Epis- 
copal Services  is  introduced. 

As  this  subject  has  been  referred  to  a  Select  Committee,  it  would  not  be  proper 
for  this  Committee  to  enter  at  large  into  the  discussion  of  the  subject,  or  to  deter- 
mine which,  in  their  opinion,  would  be  the  most  advantageous  mode  of  effecting 
the  object  proposed ;  they  can  only  urge  on  this,  or  some  early  subsequent  Conven- 
tion, the  best  provision  for  so  manifest  a  want. 

Your  Committee  rejoice  that  the  gracious  Lord  hatli  put  it  into  the  hearts  of 
some  of  his  servants  to  contribute  of  their  abundance  in  oflcrings  to  the  Church  I 
May  their  benefactions  be  blessed  to  their  boat  benefit,  the  benefit  of  their  souls, 
according  to  Ilis  word  who  has  said,  "  It  is  more  blessed  to  give  than  to  receive!'" 
May  their  example  be  frequently  followed. 
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Of  tho  other  subjects  to  which  the  Bishop  has  called  our  attentioQ — on  the  one 
hand,  of  tho  probability  of  the  so  called  Ecumenical  Council,  now  sitting  in  Homo, 
declaring  tho  dogma  of  tho  Pope's  infallibility;  and  on  the  other,  to  the  numerous, 
varied  and  lierce  attacks  of  a  rampant  infidelity  against  the  Faith,  your  Commit- 
tee desire  to  express  tlieir  determined  and  unyielding  confidence  of  God's  truth 
against  all  error;  that  tho  righteousness  and  goodness  of  God,  as  well  as  His  power 
and  wisdom,  will  overthrow  all  its  enemies,  till  at  length  the  whole  of  His  dispersed 
sheep,  being  gathered  into  one  fold,  shall  become  partaKiBrs  of  everlasting  life.

Rev.  E.  Geer  preached  the  sermon,  from  1st  Pet.  ii,  9 :  *'  Ye 
are  a  chosen  generation,  a  royal  priesthood,  a  holy  nation,  a  pe- 
culiar people ;  that  ye  should  show  forth  the  praises  of  Him  who 
hath  called  you  out  of  darkness  into  this  marvelous  light." 

In  the  afternoon,  Rev.  J.  B.  Cheshire,  D.  D.,  preached  from 
St.  Matthew,  xi,  12  :  *'  And  from  the  days  of  John  the  Baptist 
until  now  the  Kingdom  of  Heaven  suffereth  violence,  and  the 
violent  take  it  by  force." 

In  the  evening,  Rev.  A.  A.  Watson,  D.  D.,  preached  from 
1st  Peter,  ii,  11 :  "  Dearly  beloved,  I  beseech  you  as  strangers  and 
pilgrims,  abstain  from  fleshly  lusts,  which  war  against  the  soul." 


Monday,  May  9,  1870,  9  o'clock,  A.  M. 

The  Convention  met  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

On  motion,  the  calling  of  the  roll  was  dispensed  with. 

The  minutes  ofSaturday's  proceedings  were  read  and  accepted. 

On  motion  of  W.  H.  Battle,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  place  upon  its  records  the  expression  of  its  grate- 
ful sense  of  the  eminent  and  long  continued  services  to  the  Church  of  the  Hon. 
Thomas  Ruftin.  LL.  D.,  often  a  delegate  to  the  Convention;  and  also  of  the  ser- 
vices of  the  Hon.  Samuel  J.  Person,  an  officer  of  this  body ;  both  of  whom  have 
been  taken  to  their  rest  since  the  last  Convention. 

The   following   preamble   and  resolution  were  unanimously 
adopted : 

Whereas,  This  Convention  is  now  sitting  for  the  first  time  in  eight  years   (with 
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one  exception)  in  a  Church,  the  sittings  of  which  are  free,  it  seems  to  be  an  appro- 
priate occasion  for  the  expression  of  the  sense  of  this  body  on  that  subject;  there 
fore, 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  approves  of  free  seats  in  Churches,  and  sees  with 
pleasure  the  adoption  of  the  principle  in  any  Parishes  where  a  different  system  has 
heretofore  prevailed. 

W.  N.  Tillingliast  offered  the  following: 

Resolved,  1st.  That  in  order  to  secure  a  more  general  representation  of  the 
Parishes,  the  Convention  recommends  to  Vestries  that  the  travelling  expenses  of 
at  least  one  delegate  should  be  paid  by  the  Parish. 

2d.  That  at  the  request  of  the  Vestry  of  any  Parish  nu-nbering  less  than  ten  com- 
municants, the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  be  authorized  to  pay  the  travelling 
expenses  of  one  delegate  from  the  same. 

The  resolutions  were  voted  upon  separately  and  were  passed. 
Kev.  J.  C.  Huske  offered  the  following  resolutions,  which  were- 
voted  upon  separately  and  adopted. 

Resolved,  That  the  resolution  heretofore  adopted  continuing  the  Committee  to 
raise  money  for  the  Permanent  Episcopal  Fund  be  rescinded,  and  that  the  Committee 
(they  having  so  requested)  be  discharged. 

Resolved.  That  the  Bishop  be  requested  to  appoint  a  Committee  of  Tliree  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  solicit  contributions,  in  such  manner  as  they  may  deem  advisable, 
to  said  Fund ;  and  all  contributions  received  shall,  as  soon  as  may  be  practicable,, 
be  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  to  be  invested  under  the  direction  of  the 
Trustees  to  hold  property  for  the  Diocese. 

Resolved,  That  any  money  or  subscription  for  money  now  in  the  hands  of  the 
original  Committee,  or  any  member  thereof,  be  transferred  to  the  Committee  to  be 
appointed  by  the  Bishop. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  an  increase  of  Episcopal  Ser- 
vices was  then  taken  up. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  J.  C.  Huske  the  report  was  recommitted. 

The  Committee  introduced  their  original  report  after  striking 
out  the  1st  and  2d  resolutions. 

Rev.  Dr.  Mason  moved  to  postpone  the  consideration  of  the 
subject  until  the  next  Convention. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Dr.  Watson,  the  motion  was  amended  by 
adding,  "and  that  a  Committee  be  appointed  to  report  to  the 
next  Convention  upon  the  subject  of  Suffragan  Bishops." 

The  motion  as  amended  was  adopted. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Dr.  Mason,  the  Committee  which  reported 
on  the  subject  was  re-appointed. 

On  motion  of  J.  B.  McRae,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  members  of  this  Convention  are  due  and  are 
hereby  tendered  to  the  Rector  of  this  Parish,  his  congregation  and  the  citizens  of 
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Edenton   generally,  for  the   kindness,  courtesy  and   hospitality  which  have  been 
extended  to  them  during  the  sittings  of  this  Convention. 

The  Gloria  in  Excelsis  was  then  sung  and  the  Convention 
adjourned  sine  die.

This  Parish  is,  I  think,  steadily  improving  in  interest  taken  in  Church  matters, 
and  it  is  hoped^  in  knowledge  and  grace  and  love  of  the  Saviour. 

The  Parish  School  for  poor  white  children  is  attended  by  above  40  children,  and 
is  exerting  a  good  influence  both  upon  the  children  taught  and  upon  the  Church 
itself. 

The  School  for  colored  children  is  still  maintained,  the  attendance  being  about 
80  scholars.  Mrs.  Hall  is  zealously  devoted  to  this  school,  and  has  attained  much 
success  in  the  instruction  of  these  children,  especially  considering  the  difl&culties 
under  which  she  labors. 

During  the  year,  by  a  united  and  zealous  effort,  the  Congregation  has  placed  the 
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finances  of  the  Parish  upon  a  much  more  satisfactory  basis,  adopting  a  system  of 
regular  contributions,  wliich  it  is  believed  will  soon  enable  us  to  meet  all  expenses 
and  devote  more  to  the  Missions  of  the  Diocese  than  we  have  been  able  to  do 
since  the  great  change  in  our  condition. 

The  Ladies  of  the  Parish  have  raised  $500  to  $600.  and  are  now  engaged  in  an 
effort  to  increase  this  sum,  which  they  propose  to  devote  to  the  altering  and  repair- 
ing of  our  Church  building. 

T  have  baptized  at  Beaver  Creek  Factory  (six  miles  from  town)  one  adult  and 
eleven  infants  ;  at  Rockfish,  one  infant ,  at  Clinton,  one  infant — in  all  fourteen. 

Of  the  persons  confirmed  in  St.  John's,  three  were  from  Beaver  Creek,  where  I 
have  preached  several  times  during  the  year.  I  regret  that  I  have  been  able  to 
visit  Rockfish  only  a  few  times  daring  the  year. 

I  have  preached  and  administered  the  Communion  once  in  Moore  County.

and  parts  adjacent. 

Rocky  Mount :  I  have  held  regular  Sabbath  services  at  this  place  for  the  last 
two  years,  with  very  encouraging  prospects  of  success.  The  congregations  have 
been  very  good,  although  we  have  labored  under  the  serious  disadvantage  of  having 
no  house  of  worship.  I  learn  that  this  difficulty  will  be  very  soon  removed,  as  our 
people  contemplate  erecting  a  chapel  in  that  village. 

At  Battleboro',  a  station  on  Wilmington  and  "Weldon  Railroad,  we  are  holding 
monthly  services.  "We  have  good  congregations  and  a  verj--  good  prospect.  A 
gentleman  resident  there  has  given  us  a  beautiful  lot  whereon  to  build  a  Church, 
which  we  hope  to  see  consummated  the  coming  year. 

Enfield :  At  this  point,  I  am  sorry  to  say,  wo  have  only  held  occasional  services, 
Owing  to  the  fact  that  we  have  no  Church  building  of  our  own,  and  have  to  rely 
on  others  for  a  place  of  worship.  There  are  some  excellent  and  worthy  members 
here.     I  hope  to  see  a  flourishing  Church  here  next  year. 

Whilaker'e,  a  way  station  on  W.  and  W.  Railroad.  Near  this  point  we  have  held 
services.  It  is  a  prominent  locality  for  the  Church.  The  Bi.shop  visited  this  place 
soon  after  the  meeting  of  our  last  Convention,  and  baptized  and  confirmed  one  adult 
white  person.  A  considerable  sum  has  been  subscribed  to  build  a  Church  in  this 
neighborhood.

In  the  early  part  of  last  Summer  I  opened  a  Sunday  afternoon  service  for  colored 
people,  with  instruction  by  teachers.  This  service  is  attended  by  an  average  number 
of  70  persons  of  various  ages,  wlio  come  with  encouraging  regularity.  Tlie  number 
of  names  on  our  list  is  about  100.  On  high  festivals  and  some  other  occasions  I 
have  given  these  colored  people  a  regular  evening  service,  in  which  they  heartily 
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join  so  far  as  it  liaa  been  possible  to  give  them  training.  With  the  small  proportion 
of  parishioners  resident  in  town,  my  great  want  is  teachers^  not  pupils.  Our  Parish 
work  is  growing  beyond  our  strength  to  manage  it. 

There  was  started  also  in  October  last  a  Day  Mission  School  for  the  poor  chil- 
dren living  scattori3d  to  the  distance  of  five  miles  south  of  Lenoir.  The  school  is 
2^  miles  from  town,  and  entirely  sustained  by  voluntary  effort  of  several  ladies, 
who  walk  there  on  alternate  days.  Commencing  with  live,  the  number  of  accepted 
pupils  is  at  present  37,  new  applications  being  frequently  made.  The  School  is 
distinctly  a  Parish  school,  and  is  now  also  taught  on  Sunday  afternoon. 

By  the  aid  of  several  churches  and  friends  in  the  north,  a  sufficient  sum  has  been 
raised  to  build  a  commodious  Mission  School-house,  now  in  process  of  erection. 
The  ground  for  the  purpose  was  donated  by  a  parishioner. 

There  is  also  a  Memorial  Chapel  of  brick  being  built  in  the  valley  of  the  Yadkin, 
the  branch  station  of  this  Parish.  Besides,  the  lumber  is  secured  for  improvement 
of  our  Church  building,  and  a  neat  fence  around  the  grounds  promised.

It  has  been  my  chief  aim  during  the  last  year  to  promote  the  interests  of  St. 
Mary's  Parish,  Gates  County.  There  are  two  points  in  the  county  at  which  divine 
worship  is  celebrated.  The  congregations  are  usually  good.  Much  interest  is 
manifested  in  the  worship  of  the  Church.  Some  who  once  opposed  it  are  now  its 
advocates;  and  ihe  Prayer  Book  i.s  becoming  a  general  favorite  with  all  classes. 
So  it  is  quite  evident  that  the  Church  here,  if  slowly,  is  surely  increasing,  and 
taking  a  loving  hold  upon  the  hearts  and  affections  of  the  people.  But  wo  have  a 
sore  trial  in  not  liaving  a  church  building  at  Gatesville,  in  which  we  can  worship  ; 
but  I  trust  that  evil  will  be  removed  this  year,  and  prevent  the  necessity  of  wor- 
shiping in  a  court  house. 

I  have  officiated  occasionally  at  Murfreesboro' ;  and  also  at  Harrellsville,  in 
Hertford  County,  once  a  month.  This  Parish,  whose  centre  is  Murfreesboro',  has  but 
nine  communicants,  scattered  all  over  the  country.  We  have  only  one  church 
building  in  the  county,  that  at  Murfreesboro'.
